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found having in his place of business any scales, weights, measures or other 
apparatus for determining the quantity of any commodity, which does not 
conform to the standards of weight and measurement of this state,. shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and for the first o1fense shall be fined not less than 
ten nor more than one hundred: dollars, and for each subsequent o1fense, not 
exceeding five hundred dollars, or imprisonment in the county jail not ex­
ceeding ninety days. 

SEC. 4. Expense of procuriDg standards of weights and measures-how paid. 
The state food and dairy commissioner shall pay from the appropriations for 
his office, any and all expense incurred in procuring the necessary standards 
from the state superintendent of weights and measures.

CHAP.TER 155. 

UNIFORM BILLS OF LADING. 

S. F. 114-

AN ACT describing and defining negotiable and non-negotiable bills of lading, and pro­
viding for the issuing, transfer and endorsement thereof, defining the rights and du­
ties of common carriers and all persons iuuing and receiving the same, providing 
for the shipment and delivery of goods and property thereunder and for conviction 
and punishment for the violation of the prOVisions thereof. [Additional to title fif­
teen (XV) of the code, relatlng.to commerce and trade.] 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Bills of lading. Bills of lading issued by any common carrier 
shall be governed by this act. 

SEC. 2. Terms to be embodied.in bID. Every bill must embody within its 
written or printed terms-

(a) The date of its issue, 
(b) The name of the person from whom the goods have been received, 
(c) The place where the goods have been received, 
(d) The place to which the goods are to be transported. 
(e) A statement whether the goods received will be delivered to a specified 

person, or to the order of a specified person, 
(f) A description of the goods or of the packages containing them which 

may, however, be in such general terms as are referred to in section 23, and 
. (g) The signature of the carrier. 

A negotiable bill shall have the words "order of" printed thereon im­
mediately before the name of the person upon whose order the goods received 
are deliverable. 

A carrier shall be liable to any person injured thereby for the damage 
caused by the omiasion from a negotiable bill of any of the provisions required 
in this section. 

SEC. 3. Oertain terms may be inserted. A carrier may insert in a bill, issued 
by him, any other terms and conditions, provided: that such terms and con­
ditions shall not-

(a) Be contrary to law or public policy, or 
(b) In any wise impair his obligation to exercise at least that degree 

of care in the transportation and safe-keeping of the goods intrusted to him 
which a reasonably careful man would exercise in regard to similar goods of 
hi!'! own. 
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SEC. 12. Oarrier justifted. in delivering goods to certain persoDS. A carrier 
is justified, subject to the provisions of the three following sections, in deliver­
ing goods to one who is 

(a) A person lawfully entitled to the possession of the goods, or 
(b) The consignee named in a non-negotiable bill for the goods: or 
(c) A person in possession of a negotiable bill for the goods by the terms 

of which the goods are deliverable to his order, or which has been indorsed 
to him or in blank by the consignee or by the mediate or immediate indorsee 
of the consignee. 

SEC. 13. Liability of carrier in certain cases. Where a carrier delivers goods 
to one who is not lawfully entit)ed to the possession of them the carrier shall 
be liable to anyone having a right of property or possession in the goods if he 
delivered the goods otherwise than as authorized by subdivisions (b) and (c) 
of the preceding section; and, though he delivered the goods as authorized 
by either of said subdivisions, he shall be so liable if prior to such delivery he-

(a) Had been requested, by or on behalf of a person having a right of 
property or possession in the goods, not to make such delivery, or 

(b) Had information at the time of the delivery that it was to a person 
not lawfully entitled to the possession of the goods. 

A requeilt or information to be effective within the meaning of this section 
must be given to an officer or agent of the carrier, the actual or apparent 
scope of whose duties includes action upon such a request or information, 
and must be given in time to enable the officer or agent to whom it is given, 
acting with reasonable diligence, to stop delivery of the goods. 

SEC. 14. Same. Except as provided in section 27, and except when com­
pelled by legal process, if a carrier delivers goods for which a negotiable 
bjll had been issued, the negotiation of which would transfer the right to the 
possession of the goods, and fails to take up and cancel the bill, such carrier 
shall be liable for failure to deliver the goods to anyone who for value and 
in good faith purchases such bill, whether such purchaser acquired title to 
the bill before or after the delivery of the goods by the carrier, and notwith­
standing delivery was made to the person entitled thereto. 

SEC. 15. Same. Except as provided in section 27, and except when com­
pelled by legal process, if a carrier delivers part of the goods for which a 
negotiable bill had been issued and fails either-

(8) To take up and cancel the bill, or 
(b) To place plainly upon it a statement that a portion of the goods has 

been delivered, with a description, which may be in general terms, either of 
the goods or packages that have been so delivered or of the goods or packages 
which still remain in the carrier's possession, he shall be liable for failure to 
deliver all the goods specified in the bill, to anyone who for value and in 
good faith purchases it, whether such purchaser acquired title to it before 
or after the delivery of any portion of the goods by the carrier, and notwith­
standing such delivery was made to the person entitled thereto. 

SEC. 1&. AlteratioDS, additions, etc., in billa without authority to be void. 
Any alteration, addition or erasure in a bill after its issue without authority 
from the carrier issuing the same either in writing or noted on the bill shall 
be void, whatever be the nature and purpose of the change, and the bill shall 
be enforceable according to its original tenor. 

SEC. 17. Oourt may order delivery. Where a negotiable bill has been lost 
or destroyed, a court of competent jurisdiction may order the delivery of the 
goods upon satisfactory proof of such loss or destruction and upon the giving 
of a bond with sufficient surety to be approved by the court to protect the 
('llrMPr or any pE'rson injured by such delivE'ry from any liahilit~· or 10RS. in-
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curred by reason of the original bill remaining outstanding. The court may 
also in its discretion order the payment of the carrier's reasonable costs and 
counsel fees. The delivery of the goods under an order of the court as pro­
vided in this section, shall not relieve the carrier from liability to a p·erson 
to whom the negotiable bill has been or shall be negotiated for value without 
notice of the proceedings or of the delivery of the goods. 

SEC. 18. Liability of carrier .. A bill upon the face of which the word "du­
plicate" or some other word or words indicating that the document is not an 
original bill is placed plainly shall impose upon the carrier issuing the same 
the liability of one :who represents and warrants that such bill is an accurate 
copy of an original bill properly issued, but no other liabiUty. 

SEC. 19. Same. No title to goods or right to their possession, asserted by a 
carrier for his own benefit, shall excuse him from liability for refusing to 
deliver the goods according to the terms of a bill issued for them, unless snch 
title or right is derived directly or indirectly from a transfer made by the 
consignor or .consignee after the shipment, or from the carrier's lien. 

SEC. 20. OlaimaDts may be required to interplead. If more than one person 
claims the title or possession of goods, the carrier may require all known 
claimants to interplead, either as a defense to an action brought against him 
for non-delivery of the goods, or as an original suit, whichever is appropriate. 

SEC. 21. Carrier excused from liability-when. If some one other than the 
consignee or person in possession of the bill, has a claim to the title or pos­
session of the goods, and the carrier has information of such claim, the carrier 
shall be excused from liability for refusing to deliver the goods either to the 
consignee or person in possession of the bill, or to the adverse claimant, until 
the carrier has had a reasonable time to ascertain the validity of the adverse 
claim or to bring legal proceedings to compel all claimants to interplead. 

SEC. 22. No right or title of third person a defense to an action against 
carrier. Except as provided in the two preceding sections and in section 12, 
no right or title of a third person unless enforced by legal process shall be a 
defense to an action brought by the consignee of a non-negotiable bill or by 
the holder of a negotiable bill against the carrier for failure to deliver the 
goods on demand. 

SEC. 23. Liability of carrier. If a bill of lading has been issued by a carrier 
or on his behalf by an agent or employe the scope of whose actual or apparent 
authority includes the issuing of bills of lading, the carrier shall be liable to 

(a) The consignee named in a non-negotiable bill, or 
(b) The holder of a negotiable bill, who has given value in good faith 

relying upon the description therein of the goods, for damages caused by the 
non-receipt by the carrier or a connecting carrier of all or part of the goods 
or their failure to correspond with the description thereof in the bill at the 
time of its issue. 

If, however, the goods are described in the bill merely by a statement of 
marks or labels upon them or upon packages containing them, or by a state­
ment that the goods are said to be goods of a certain kind or quantity, or in 
a certain condition, or it is stated in the bill that packages are said to contain 
goods of a certain kind or quantity or in a certain condition,or that the contents 
or the condition of contents of packages are unknown, or words of like pur­
port are contained in the bill, such statements if true, shall not make liable the 
carrier issuing the bill, although the goods are not of the kind or quantity or in 
the condition which the marks or labels upon them indicate, or of the kind or 
quantity or in the condition they were said to be by the consignor. The carrier 
may, also, by inserting in the bill the words "shipper's load and count" or other 
words of like purport indicate that the goods were loaded by the shipper 
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and the descriptiO'n O'f them made by him; and if such statement be true, the 
carrier shall not be liable for damages caused by the imprO'per IO'ading or 
by the nO'n-receipt or by the misdescriptiO'n O'f the gO'O'ds described in the 
bill. 

SEC. 24. Goods not to be attached unless bill be sUlTendered or negotiatiOJl 
enjoined. If gO'O'ds are delivered to' a carrier' by the owner O'r by a persO'n 
whO'se act in conveying the title to' them to' a purchaser fO'r value in gO'O'd 
faith WO'uld bind the O'wner and a negO'tiable 'bill is issued fO'r them, they 
cannO't thereafter, while in the pO'ssessiO'n. O'f the carrier, be attached by 
garnishment O'r O'therwise, O'r be levied upO'n under an executiO'n, unless the 
bill be first surrendered to' the carrier O'r its negO'tiatiO'n enjO'ined. The carrier 
shall in nO' such case be cO'mpelled to' deliver the actual pO'ssessiO'n O'f the gO'O'ds 
until the bill is surrendered to' him O'r impO'unded by the CO'urt. 

SEC. 25. Creditor entitled to aid from couris in attaohing bill. A creditO'r 
whO'se debtO'r is the O'wner O'f a negO'tiable bill shall be entitled to' such aid 
frO'm CO'urts O'f apprO'priate jurisdictiO'n by injunctiO'n and O'therwise in at­
taching such bill, O'r in satisfying the claim by means thereO'f as is allO'wed 
at law O'r in equity in regard to' prO'perty which cannO't readily be attached O'r 
levied upO'n by O'rdinary legal prO'cess. 

SEC. 26. Oarrier not to have a lien on goods except for certain charges. If 
a negotiable bill is issued the carrier shall have no lien on the goods therein 
mentiO'ned, except for charges on those goods for freight, storage, demurrage 
and terminal charges, and expenses necessary for the preservatiO'n of the 
goods or incident to their transportation subsequent to the date of the bill, 
unless the bill expressly enumerates O'ther charges for which a lien is claimed. 
In such case there shall also be a lien for the charges enumerated so far as 
they are allowed by law and the contract ~etween the consignor and the carrier. 

SEC. 27. Oarrier not liable for failure to deliver-when. After goods have 
been lawfully sold to satisfy a carriers lien, O'r because they have nO't been 
claimed, or because they are perishable or hazardous, the carrier shall nO't 
thereafter be liable fO'r failure to deliver the goods to the consignee or owner 
of the goods, or to' a hO'lder of the bill given for the goods when they were 
shipped, even if such bill be negotiable. 

SEC. 28. Negotiable bill negotiated by delivery. A negotiable bill may be 
negO'tiated by delivery where, by the terms of the bill, the carrier undertakes 
to' deliver the goods to' the order of a specified person, and such persO'n or 
a subsequent indorsee of the bill has indorsed it in blank. 

SEC. 29. Negotiation by indorsement. A negO'tiable bill may be negO'tiated 
by the indorsement of the person to whO'se O'rder the gO'O'ds are deliverable 
by the tenor O'f the bill. Such indorsement may be in blank or to' a specified 
persO'n. If indO'rsed to' a specified person, it may be negO'tiated again by 
the indorsement of such persO'n in blank or to anO'ther specified persO'n. Sub­
sequent negO'tiation may be made in like manner. 

SEC. 30. Bill may be transferred. A bill may be transferred by the holder 
by delivery, accO'mpanied with an agreement, express O'r implied, to' transfer 
the title to the bill O'r to' the gO'O'ds represented thereby. A nO'n-negO'tiable bill 
cannot be negO'tiated, and the indO'rsement O'f such a bill gives the transferee 
nO' additiO'nal right. 

SEC. 31. By whom negotiated. A negO'tiable bill may be negO'tiated by any 
persO'n in possession O'f the same, however such pO'ssessiO'n may have been 
acquired if, by the terms O'f the bill, the carrier undertakes to' deliver the 
gO'O'ds to the O'rder O'f such persO'n, O'r if at the time O'f negotiation the bill is 
in such fO'rm that it may be negO'tiated by delivery. 
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SEC. 32. Acquisition by negotiation. A person to whom a negotiable bill 
has been duly negotiated acquires thereby-

(a) Such title to the goods as the person negotiating the bill to him had 
or had ability to convey to a purchaser in good faith for value, and also 
such title to the goods as the consignee and consignor had or had power to 
convey to a purchaser in good faith for value, and 

(b) The direct obligation of the carrier to hold possession of the goods 
for him according to the terms of the bill as fully as if the carrier had con­
tracted directly with him. 

SEC. 33. Acquisition by transfer-title defeated by garnishment-negotiation 
e1fectiv~when. A person to whom a bill has been transferred but not nego­
tiated acquires thereby as against the transferor, the title to the goods. !mbject 
to the terms of any agreement with the transferor. If the bill is non-negotiable. 
such person also acquires the right to notify the carrier of the transfer to him 
of such bill, and thereby to become the direct obligee of whatever obligations 
the carrier owed to the transferor of the bill immediately before the notification. 
Prior to the notification of the carrier by the transferor or transferee of n 
non-negotiable bill, the title of the transferee to the goods and the right to 
acquire the obligation of the carrier may be defeated by garnishment or by 
attachment or execution upon the goods by a creditor of the transferor, or 
by a notification to the carrier by the transferor or a subsequent purchaser 
from the transferor of a subsequent sale of the goods by the transferor. A 
carrif'r has not received notification within the meaning of this section unless 
an officer or agent of the carrier, the actual or apparent scope of whose duties 
includes action upon such a notification, has been notified; and 'no notification 
shall be effective until the officer or agent to whom it is given has had timf' 
with the exercise of rcasonable diligence to communicate with the agent or 
agf'nts having actual possession or control of the goods. 

SEC. 34. Transferee may compel transferor to indorse bill. Where a nego­
tiable bill is transferred for value by delivery, and the indorsement of the 
transferor is essential for negotiation, the transferee acquires a right against 
the transferor to compel him to indorse the bilI, unless a contrary intention 
appears. The negotiation shall take effect as of the time when the indorse­
ment is actually made. This obligation may be specifically enforced. 

SEC. 35. What W8.IT&Jlted: A person who negotiates or transfers for value 
a bill by indorsement or delivery, including one who assigns for value a claim 
secured by a bill, unless a contrary intention appears, warrants--

(a) That the bill is genuine, 
(b) That he has a legal right to transfer it. 
(c) That he has knowledge of no fact which would impair the validity or 

worth of the bill, and . 
(d) That he has a right to transfer the title to the goods, and that the 

goods are merchantable or ,fit for a particular purpose whenever such war­
ranties would have been implied, if the contract of the parties had been to 
transfer without a bill the goods represented thereby. 

In the case of an assignment of a claim secured by a bill, the liability of 
the aRSignor shall not exceed the amount of the claim. 

SEC. 36. Liability of indorsera. The indorsement of a bill shall not make 
the indorser liable for any failure on the part of the carrier or previous in­
dorsers of the bill to fulfill their respective obligations. 

SEC. 37. Bolder of bUl for IeC11I1ty does not wana.nt genuineness. A mort­
gagee or pledget, or other holder of a bill for security who in good faith 
demands or receives payment of the debt for which such bill is security, whether 
from a party to a draft drawn for such debt or from any other person, shall 
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not be deemed by so doing to represent or to warrant the genuineness of 
such bill or the quantity or quality of the goods therein described. 

SEC. 38. Validity of negotiation not Impaired by certain f.... The validity 
of the negotiation of a bill is not impaired by the fact that such negotiation 
was a breach of duty on the part of the person making the negotiation, 
or by the fact that the owner of the bill was deprived of the possession of the 
same by fraud, accident, mistake, duress or conversion, if the person to whom 
the bill was negotiated, or a person to whom the bill was subsequently nego­
tiated, gave value therefor, in good faith, without notice of the breach of 
duty, or fraud, accident, mistake, duress or conversion. 

SEC. 39. Bffect of subsequent negotiations received in good fa.ith. Where a 
person having sold, mortgaged, or pledged goods which are in a carrier's 
possession and for which a negotiable bill has been issued, or having sold, 
mortgaged, or pledged the negotiable bill representing such goods, continues 
in possession of the negotiable bill, the, subsequent negotiation thereof by 
that person under any sale, pledge, or other disposition thereof to any person 
receiving the same in good faith, for value and without notice of the previous 
sale, shall have the same effect as if the first purchaser of the goods or bill 
had expressly authorized the subsequent negotiation. 

SEC. 40. Bight to po_sion of goods-how indic&ted. Where goods are 
shipped by the consignor in accordance with a contract or order for their 
purchase, the form in which the bill is taken by the consignor shall indicate 
the transfer or retention of the property or right to the possession of the 
goods as follows: 

(a) Where by the bill the goods are deliverable to the buyer or to bis 
agent, or to the order of the buyer or of his a~ent, the consignor thereby 
transfers the property in the goods to the buyer. 

(b) Where by the bill the goods are deliverable to the selll'f or to his 
agent, or to the order of the seller or of his agent, tht' sHller thereby reserves 
the property in the goods. But if, except for the form of the bill, the prop· 
erty would have paBSed to the buyer on shipment of the goods, the f..:.ller's 
property in the goods shall be deemed to be only for the purposp ui se('nring 
performance by the buyer of his obligations under the contract. 

(c) Where by the bill the goods are delivt'rable to the order of the buyer 
or of his agent, but possession of the bill is retained by the seller or his 
agent, the seller thereby reserves a right to the possession of the goods, as 
against the buyer. 

(d) Where the seller draws on the buyer for the price and transmits the 
draft and bill together to the buyer to secure acceptance or payment of the 
draft, the buyer is bound to return the bill if he does not honor the 
draft, and if he wrongfully retains the bill he acquires no addt'd right 
thereby. If, however, the bill provides that the goods are deliverable to 
the buyer, or to the order of the buyer. or is indorsed in blank or to the 
buyer by the consignee named therein, one who purchases in good faith, for 
value, the bill or goods from the buyer, shall obtain the title to the goods, 
although the draft has not been honored, if such purchaser has received 
delivery of the bill indorsed by the consignee named therein, or of the goods, 
without notice of the facts making the transfer wrongful. 

SEC. 41. What buyer m&y assume in certaJin C&Bes. Where the '.;;eller of 
goods draws on the buyer for the price of the goods and transmits the draft 
and a bill of lading for the goods either directly to the buyer or through a 
bank or other agency, unless a different intention on the part of the seller 
appears, the buyer and all otht'r parties interested 'shall be justified in as· 
suming: 
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(a) If the draft is by its terms or legal effect payable on demand or pre­
sentation or at sight, or not more than three days thereafter (whether such 
three days be termed days of grace or not), that the seller intended to require 
payment of the draft before the buyer should be entitled to receive or retain 
the bill. 

(b) If the draft is by ita terms payable on time, extending beyond three 
days after demand, presentation or sight (whether such three days be termed 
days of grace or not), that the seller intended to require acceptance, but not 
payment of the draft before the buyer should be entitled to receive or retain 
the bill. 

The provisions of this section are applicable whether by the terms of the 
bill the goods are consigned to the seller, or to his order, or to the buyer, or 
to his order, or to a third person, or to his order. 

SEC. 42. Right of purchaser for value in good faith not to be defeated. 
Where a negotiable bill has been iE!sued for goods, no seller's lien or right 
of stoppage in transitu shall defeat the rights of any purchaser for value in 
good faith to whom such bill has been negotiated, whether such negotiation be 
prior or subsequent to the notification to the carrier who issued such bill 
of the seller's claim to a lien or right of stoppage in transitu. Nor shall the 
carrier be obliged to deliver or justified in delivering- the goods to an unpaid 
seller unless such bill is first surrendered for cancellation. 

SEC. 43. Rights and remedies of mortgagee or lienholder not limited. Ex­
cept as provided in section 42, nothing in this act shall limit the rights and 
remedies of a mortgagee or lienholder whose mortgage or lien on goods 
would be valid, apart from this act, as against one who for value and in 
good faith purchased from the owner, immediately prior to the time of their 
delivery to the carrier, the -goods which are subject to the mortgage or lien 
and obtained possession of them. 

SEC. 44. Penalty for intent to defra.ud. lilly officer, agent, or servant of 
a carrier, who with intent to defraud issues or aids in issuing a bill knowing 
that all or any part of the goods for which such bill is issued have not been 
received by such carrier, or by an agent of such carrier or by a connecting 
carrier, or are not under the carrier's control at the time of issuing such 
bill, shall be guilty of a crime, and upon conviction shall be punished for 
each offense by imprisonment not ·exceeding five years, or by a fine not ex­
ceeding five thousand dollars, or by both. 

SEC. 45. Penalty f~ false statement. lilly officer, agent, or servant of a 
carrier, who with intent to defraud issues or aids in issuing a bill for goods 
knowing that it contains any false statement, shall be guilty of a crime, and 
upon conviction shall be punished for each offense by imprisonment not ex­
ceeding one year, or by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, or by 
both. 

SEC. 46. Penalty for issuing duplicate bill. Any officer, agent, or servant 
of a carrier, who with intent to defraud issues or aids in issuing a duplicate 
or additional negotiable bill for goods in violation of the provision-s- of section 
7, knowing that a former negotiable bill for the same goods or any part of 
them is outstanding and uncancelled, shall be guilty of a crime, and upon 
conviction shall be punished: for each offense by imprisonment not exceeding 
five years, or by a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, or by both. 

SEC. 47. Penalty for shipping goods without title. lilly person who ships 
goods to which he has not title, or upon which there is a lien or mortgage, 
and who takes for such goods a negotiable bill which he afterwards negotiates 
for value with intent to deceive and without disclosing his want of title or 
the existence of the lien or mortgage, shall be guilty of a crime, and upon 
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conviction shall be punished for each offense by imprisonment not exceeding 
one year, or by a fine not exceding one thousand dollars, or by both_ 

SEC. 48. Penalty for negotiating bill with intent to deceive. Any person 
who with intent to deceive negotiates or transfers for value a bill knowing 
that any or all of the goods which by the terms of such bill appear to have 
been received for transportation by the carrier which issued the bill, are 
not in the possession or control of such carrier, or of a connecting carrier, with­
out disclosing this fact, shall be guilty of a crime, and upon conviction shall be 
punished for each offense by imprisonment not exceeding five years, or by 
a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, or by both. 

SEC. 49. Penalty for securing issue of bill with intent to defraud. Any 
person who with intent to defraud secures the issue by a carrier of a bill 
knowing that at the time of such issue, any or all of the goods described in 
such bill as received for transportation have not been received by such carrier, 
or an agent of such carrier or a connecting carrier, or are not under the 
carriers control, by inducing an officer, agent, or servant of such carrier 
falsely to believe that such goods have been received by such carrier, or 
are under its control, shall be guilty of a crime, and upon conviction shall 
be punished for each offense .by imprisonment not exceeding five years, or 
by a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, or by both. 

·SEC. 50. Penalty for issuing non-negotiable bDl not 10 marked. Any per­
son who with intent to defraud issued or aids in issuing a non-negotiable bill 
without the words "not negotiable" placed plainly upon the face thereof, 
shall be guilty of a crime, and upon conviction shall be punished for each 
offense by imprisonment not exceeding five years or by a fine not exceeding 
five thousand dollars, or by both. 

SEC. 51. Rules of law and equity to govern-when. In any case not pro­
vided for in this act, the rules of law and equity including the law merchant, 
and in particular the rules relating to the law of principal and agent, exec­
utors, administrators and trustees, and to the effect of fraud; misrepre­
sentation, duress or coercion, accident, mistake, bankruptcy, or other in­
validating cause, shall govern. 

SEC. 52. Interpretation. This act shall be so interpreted and construed as 
to effectuate its general purpose to make uniform the law of those states 
which enact it. 

SEC. 53. Terms defined. (1) In this act, unless the context or subject matter 
otherwise requires--

" Action" includes counter claim, set-off, and suit in equity. 
"Bill" means bill of lading. 
"Consignee" means the person named in the bill as the person to whom 

delivery of the goods is to be made. 
"Consignor" means the person named in the bill as the person from whom 

the goods have been received for shipment. 
"Goods" means merchandise or chattels in course of transportation, or 

which have been or are about to be transported. 
"Holder" of a bill means a person who has both actual possession of such 

bill and a right of property therein. . 
"Order" means an order by indorsement on the bill. 
"Owner" does not include mortgagee or pledgee. 
"Person" includes a corporation or partnership or two or more persons 

having a joint or common interest. 
To "purchase" includes to take as mortgagee and to take as pledgee. 
"Purchaser" includes mortgagee and pledgee. 
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"Value" is any consideration sufficient to support a simple contract. .An 
antecedent or pre-existing obligation, whether for money or not, constitutes 
value where a bill is taken either in satisfaction thereof or as security therefor. 

(2) A thing is done "in good faith ", within the meaning of this act, 
when it is in fact done honestly, whether it be done negligently or not. 

SEO. 54. Application. The provisions of this act do not apply to bills made 
and delivered prior to the taking eiroot thereof. 

SEC. 55. Acts ill conflict repealed. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent 
with this act are hereby repealed. 

SEC. 56. When ill effect.. This act shall take eirect on the fourth day of 
July one thousand nine hundred and eleven. 

SEo.57. Uniform bills of lading act. This act may be cited as the uniform 
bills of lading act.

CHAPTER 156. 

TRADE MARK FOR IOWA )-IANUFACTURED PRODUCTS. 

s. F. 880. 

AN Acr to encourage the business of manufacturing In Iowa, and providing for an of­
ficial trade·mark for Iowa manufactured products and prohibiting the unlawful use of 
the same and providing a penalty therefor. [Additional to title fifteen (XV) of the 
code, relating to trade and commerce.] 

Be it enacted by the General ABBembly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. The Iowa state m&D.ufacturers' association. Whenever the 
organization now existing in the state of Iowa, and known as the Iowa state 
manufacturers association shall have filed with the secretary of state of Iowa 
verified proofs of its organization and the name of its president, vice-president, 
secretary and treasurer, and that it has one-hundred (100) bona fide members, 
such association shall be recognized as the Iowa state manufacturers' asso­
ciation, and be entitled to the benefits of this act. 

SEC. 2. Trade-mark "l'tIade in lowa"-registration. For the purpose of 
aiding in the promotion and development of manufacturing in Iowa, such as­
sociation may adopt a label or trade-mark bearing the words "Made in Iowa", 
together with any other appropriate design or inscription, and this label or 
trade-mark shall be registered in the office of the secretary of state of Iowa. 
Said association shall have the right to register or file such label or trade­
mark under the laws of the United States or any foreign country which per­
mits such registration, making such registration as an association or' through 
an individual for the use and benefit of the association. 

SEC. 3. Board of awa.rds-Ulliform regulatiOllS-fee. The said association 
shall by its articles of association provide for the election or appointment 
of a board of not less than fifteen (15) manufacturers, who are residents of 
Iowa, which board shall be known as a board of awards. The said board 
of awards shall then establish uniform regulations and shall then grant to 
any manufacturer in the state of Iowa, who conforms to such regulations, 
the right to use said label or trade-mark. In making such regulations the 
said board of awards may make requirements as to good quality of such 
products, both as to materials and workmanship, and it may also fix a charge 
to be paid by such manufacturer for the use of such label. Upon failure to 
comply with any requirements established by the board of awards such 
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
